One of the best-con¬ 
victs in pi Ison has served a term of 


lagging. Now you could lrust him 
to do hU. job without an officer in 
sight of him. 

You believe In flogglngj-tiien? 

Certainly I do. It's the only hold- 
we have over ,.the desperate type of 
criminal. Now and then we get a 
! kind 6f wild beast In the shape of 
{ a man that Is every bit as dangerous 
i as a tiger frAsh out of the jungle’. No¬ 
thing but a bashing dobs one of that 
sort any good. They had one of that 
kind in Portland lately. 4ln May 
11th of last year he &as being brought 
in from the. quarry, when the officer 
In charge of the gang told him to walk 
quicker. He lifted his pickaxe and 
caught the warder over the head and 
very neany killed him. The visiting 
Justices ordered him thirty lashes with 
the cat. which Is the severest pun¬ 
ishment that has been given in Port¬ 
land for more than twenty years past. 

You don't often hear of a man. be¬ 
ing taken out of prison,- tried afresh, 
and given ., fresh sentence for some¬ 
thing he did in prison. But that is 
what happened at ParkKurst a few 
years ago, A chap who was' Just 
one of these mad beasts I'm telling 
you abou f went for another lag and 
precious nearly killed him. They had 
him up at Winchester Assizes. The 
judge, gave him another ten years and 
said he wished he could have made it 
-fifteen. . 

The suffragettes give a deal of 
trouble? ventured the Contributor. 

I believe they do; but they’re not 
the only ones that have to be forcibly 
fed. They had a man in Carmarth¬ 
en Prison—a German, accused at mur¬ 
dering three people all at once—who 
wduld sit quite still all day, without

and would have died of starvation if 
they hadn’t used the tube. Everyone 
tried their hand with him—governor, 
chaplain, doctor—but no one could do 
anything with him. He even had 
to be dressed and undressed like a 
aoTT Anyone might have thought he 
was crazy; but the doctors didn’t be¬ 
lieve so. They reckoned he'was the 
.finest malinger that ever was seen In 
prison. ” m

COCHRANE BELIEVES IN 
SON BAY ROUTE 


Dr. Sun Yat Sen Has * Progesslve 
Programme for the Modernization 
of China—Concessions to be -Qivtn 
to Foreigners, and Country to be 
Opened to Foreign Enterprise. 4 
Pekin.—The project for a" 'great 
scheme for Chinese railways, which 
holds the foremost place In Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen's programme for the modern¬ 
ization of China, has commanded the 
support of the Pekin Government and 
It may Involve a great extension of- 
the privileges of foreigners In the 
uountry, and the possibilities of an | 
Immeuap Increase in Chinese foreign 1 
trade. ! 

The Government has authorized Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen, who was formerly pro¬ 
visional president of the Republic to 
establish a railway corporation to car¬ 
ry out a system of national railways 
covering territory 70,000 miles iff ex¬ 
tent. — - „ 

Mixed Chinese and foreign compan¬ 
ies will be granted coucessipns 
throughout China proper, for periods 
of 40 years, alter which time the lines' 
are 10 revert to China. 

Similar concessions are to be given 
to foreigners for the Intermediate dis¬ 
tricts, but the railroads in the frontier 
provinces will ., be under exclusively 
Chinese control and will be financed 
through foreign loans apart from the 
other railways. 

Dr. ben’s proposals are to open the 
whole of China to foreign enterprise 
but to make foreigners amenable to 
Chinese laws, for which special courts 
are to be established. 

The Government has not sanction¬ 
ed the last feature of the projects, 
but Dr. Sen fully expects they will 
approve. * . „ 

The French, German and American 
banks will participate with Lloyd's 
Bsnk in the new loans ^o China of

EGYPT’S GREEN SUN. 


ESSENCE OF MUMMY, 


Brilliant Emerald Hue* Tint the Bky at 
Morn and Eve. 

In Egypt where the atmosphere la 
very clear, the green tints of the sunset 
light are peculiarly dlsHhcL Aa the 
sun descends nearer and nearer to the 
horizon and la immensely enlarged Its 
rays suddenly become for an instant of 
a brilliant green. Then a succession of 
green rays adffusea the aky well nlgb 
to the zenith.. 

Tbs seme phenomenon occurs at sun¬ 
rise. but less conspicuously. Borne- 
times at sunset. Just as the last portion 
of the sun's disk vanishes. Its color 
changes from green to blue, and so also 
after It has disappeared the sky Dear 
the horizon is green, while toward the 
zenith it Is blue. 

The fact was, of course, observed by 
the ancient Egyptians, aud references 
thereto are found in their sacred writ 
-lugs. Day was the symbol of Hfe and 
night that-of death. The setting sun 
being Identified with Osiris, that god 
became king of the dead- The setting 
sun was green: therefore Osiris as the 
nocturnal deity -of the dead was paint¬ 
ed greeu. 

The splendid coffins of the high 
priests of Ammon frequently depict 
the green sun, and the funeral deities 
are all colored green. This association 
of death with green was undoubted¬ 
ly due to the green tints of the Egyp¬ 
tian sun-at aunseL— Youth's Compan¬ 
ion.

The Precast That Begins Whan tha 
Two Art Mixed. , 

It Is not correct to aay that salt dls- 
aolves Ice. since real solution only takes 
place when a solid, liquid' or gas Is 
dissolved In a liquid. 

The true explanation of the fact that 
ice melts when common salt Is added 
to It depends upon the simple physical 
principle that when a salt is dissolved 
In watdf beat is absorbed nnd its tem¬ 
perature is lowered. When salt and Ice 
are mixed together some of the salt 
dissolves in the small amount of wa¬ 
ter which la always present, the tem¬ 
perature ts thereby lowered, aud a new 
freezing point la established. ^ 

The remainder of the Ice. being at a 
temperature higher than this new 
freezing point, slowly melts, and more 
salt Is dissolved until the solution la 
saturated. The temperature can In this 
way be lowered to 22 degrees C.. which 
Is the freezing point of a definite com¬ 
pound of salt and water. 

The salts dissolved In seg waters 
9erve a very important purpose, as it 
requires a greater degree of cold to 
cause the formation of Ice on them 
than on fresh water.

A BABEL OF TONGUES. * 

Half a Hundred Languages, Perhaps, 
In the Philippines. 

Tbe natives of tbe Philippines are 
known to have at least twenty-five 
languages, and some students of tbe 
ethnology of the Islands Rave express¬ 
ed the belief that they have more than 
double that number of distinct tongues. 
For purposes of study they are gener¬ 
ally put In two groups: . 

First.—The languages of the Negri¬ 
tos. supposedly descendants of the ab¬ 
original population of tbe Islands, who 
S'fe distributed In scattered tribes in 
the Interior of tbe larger Islands. 

Second.—Tbe languages of the vari¬ 
ous Malay tribes which make up tbe 
bulk of tbe population—Christian! Mo¬ 
hammedan and pagan. 

It cannot be said tbat tbe Pbilipplne 
languages possess any very consider¬ 
able literary value. Tbe old native 
manuscripts Inscribed on leaves or 
strips of cano bavo practically all been 
lost American prudent* of the Islands 
bare found tbe scanty native literature, 
In religious writings, indifferent poetry 
and primitive, newspapers. Tbe Datives 
themselves are profoundly Ignorant for 
the most part as to their own litera¬ 
ture.—New York Times.

A Good Word For Caviar. 

Caviar receives a clean bill In the 
London Lancet, despite tbe fact tbat 
it is regarded by many medical men us 
“oily. Indigestible and unwholesome.” 
Numerous analyses have been made ot 
this sturgeon me delicacy, which, ac¬ 
cording to the writer, when averaged, 
appears to l>e as follows: Water. 50.92 
per cent: protein, 27.92 per cent; fat, 
13.59 per cent, aud mineral salts. 7.57 
per cent. It differs sharply from the 
flesh of fish by containing a much 
larger quantity of fat. Moreover, this 
fat contains tbe peculiar oily phosphor¬ 
us compound known as lecithin, which 
is a stimulant to metabolism, affecting 
favorably tbe processes of nutrition. 
Caviar Is. in fact, highly nutritive, 
and Its digestibility has been deter¬ 
mined. the’time taken for its absora- 
tlon being relatively short, if there Is 
anything to be said unfavorably of 
caviar-It ts tbat Its constituents err 
slightly on the side of richness.

L y CHAIN CABLES. , 

Severe Teats te Which They Are Sub- 
j acted Before Being Used. 

One Weak link In a cable may mean 
tha loaa of a great ship worth a mil 
j lion pounds or more, so before being 
Used ever*f one of tbe greet chain 
cables used In the navy or uierchuut 
service Is carefully tested. Tbe ap¬ 
paratus employed la a moat Ingenious 
one. 

• Tbe cable is laid In a sort of long 
trough, one and being fastened to au 
enormous steel hawser, which is pass¬ 
ed round a revolving drum, the other 
attached-to a hydraulic ram. 

The machinery la .worked from an 
adjoining building, no one being allow¬ 
ed in tbe cable abed while tbe testing 
Is in progress. If a chain does break 
under the terrific strain to which it Is 
subjected It simply smashes every¬ 
thing near lt'and may bring tbe whole 
roof down. 

' The operator In the next room has 
before him au ordinary looking pair of 
scales, but the small weights which be 
places upon It represent us many tons 
us they actually weigh pounds. 

- WbW the weights go Into the scales 
a loud creaking uud groaning Is heard 
through tbe thick partition aa the 
seventy-eight foot length' of cable, 
which Is the amount tested ut one 
time, stretches under tbe enormous 
pressure. A new cable stretches at>out 
two Inches, an old one a good deul 
more. 

Tbe ordinary cable of steel, two and 
one-eighth inches In diameter. Is sub¬ 
jected to a pull of over eighty tous.— 
Loudon Answers.

NOW 18 THE TIME TO GET SEEOS 
INTO THE FRAMES. 


Some Hints For the Amateur Who 
Looking Forward to the Day Wh 
-Eirly Flowers and Vegatible* W 
Gladden the Eyes — Perennl. 
From Soed—Study tha Catalogue* 
—Enriching the Soil. 

Tile one invariable rule of tha eg- 
periefioOd gardener je to order hi* 
seeds for the season’* planting as ear¬ 
ly til the year as seeds are obtainable* 
It inus1 lie remembered," too, that 
for the best results seeds of soma 
flowers, annuals and perennials, and 
i of some vegetables must be planted 
indoors, nursed into sturdy growth be¬ 
fore the season ia come for outdoof 
planting and “grown on,” as the gar¬ 
dener expresses it, so that they may 
he set 4si tlie open ground us soon a* 
the spring is suflioiently advanced 
to maku the transplanting sate. 

For starting seeds 'indoors it is best 
to make use of shallow boxes .soma 
1 tixreo or four inches deep. The florist* 
j call tlieee "flats,” ami a visit to any 
| florist’s shop will supply the beginnec 
I with an idea of their construction. 

I Avoid making them too wide or too 
| long, for wik-n filled^witli earth they 
j are heavier than you would imagine, 

| In the bottom‘of the boxea drill quar- 
1 ter uteh holes an-1 over these set hit* 

! of broken flowerpots. Fill in first 
i with course earth, to wiiich sand or 
ashes may be added to insure good 
drainage. Toward the top add fine* 
earth until the surface layer, half at* 
inch deep is of soil that is finely pul¬ 
verized. For very small seed till tlia 
“flat” to within a quarter of an inch 
of the top of the box, sow the seed* 
lightly, making sure of as uniform 
distribution as possible, and press 
these in place with a board. VVate* 
carefully with a fine spray ami set 
tlie box in a warm, light situation. 

Larger seed are covered to varying 
depths, depending upon the size of 
the Beed. A sate rule is to bury th« 
seed to a depth four times its own 
size. It is apparent, of course, that 
flats for these coarser seed are not 
tilled so full of earth. It is generally 
advisable to fill the boxes partially 
to the point where-the seel are to ba 
planted, than to place the seeds or 
this surface at the required distsne 
apart and finally to silt the pulverize 
earth on top until the boxes are fill*.

Perennials for the garden are casil, 
i raised from seed by the amateur, pro 
1 Vided, of course, the professional gar- 1 
dener himself adopts that means of 
propagation. Some perennials, how¬ 
ever. are best propagated by root divi- 
i sion. Not a few may be grown from* 
seed provided one lias the tiftie and 
J patience to expend on them, but them

! and, as it was suggested in the be 
ginning, lose no time in ordering til 
seeds required. 

j if the soil of your garden is in goo- 
mechanical condition—that is, if i 
j contains the pro|>er amount of de¬ 
cayed vegetable matter—excellent re-, 
suits in Uie way of fertilizing may lie 
obtained without the inconvenience of 
’ handling ordinary manure. Sheep 
; manure may he bought in sacks and is 
excellent. It give* immediate results. 
Strewn over and dug into the veget- 
, able garden or placed directly in drills 
or hills, it promotes a rapid, steady 
1 growth until maturity. . It makes rich 
and safe liquid manure, one pound 
in five gallons of water producing *-. 
mixture which can be used safely 
daily if necessary. 

Bonemeal is good, but jg, not.a com¬ 
plete fertilizer. Wood' ashes should 
lie used with caution, as the large 
amount of dye they contain may db 
mischief. 

The best chemical fertilizer is what

The Lighthouse on Bird Rocks 

The life of the lighthouse keeper 
is a dreary and monotonous one. There 
are among the many stations along 
the Canadian Atlantic seaboard a 
number of isolated and barren places 
on which It Is necessary t6 maintain 
lighthouses for the guidance of the 
mariner. One of them is Bird Rocks, 
situate about ten miles Jrom Magda¬ 
len Island in the Gulf of St. Law¬ 
rence. The rock Is 140 feet above 
sea level, of solid red slate- and does 
not possess enough soli to grow a 
peck of potatoes. U Is the haunt 
of Innumerable Bea birds and the home 
of the light-keeper- To rebel! the 
top of the rock one has to climb a 
perpendicular ladder 130 feet in 
length. i 

During the month of March last 
the Halifax steamer Seal, then hunt¬ 
ing for seals, observed the flag at the 
light station half-mast. Captain Far- 
quhar forced the vessel through the 
hoary ice to the barricade of Ice 
which was between forty and fifty 
feet high, and on climbing the ladder 
found the inhabitants—one woman, 
one young man and a little girl—In 
deep distress.

■ The up to date swindler ha* to be 
Form-tijiu" o( a student of human na¬ 
ture. And one of the human weak¬ 
nesses that -he has -discovered and 
made use of is the unreasoning con¬ 
fidence pjaced by the average busi¬ 
ness man in an imposing letter-head, 
especially it the letter-head Is that of. 
a firm of known respectability. One 
Is apt to forget that a letter-head Is 
an extremely easy thipg to forge, with 
the result that one rarely suspects - 
ihat the letter was not written by the 
firm whose name Is printed on the 
note paper . . - - 

Of tgiurse, the letter-head swindler 
la not so clumsy as to walk into a 
printer's and order the name of a firm 
to be printed on note-paper. T&e 
chances of detection ny>uld )>e too 
great. He goes to work much more 
subtly. 

He obtains, by any of a dozen dif¬ 
ferent ways the letter-head of a busi¬ 
ness concern. This he takes to a 
printer In the neighborhood, and asks 
h!nj tp set up a proof of the letter¬ 
head. It satisfactory the printer is 
to receive a good order. 

In due time he calls for the proof," 
expresses satisfaction, but states thkt 
Jsiore giving the order, he must take 
it back to the governor. 

He ha3 now a clean piece of paper 
inscribed with the name of a reput¬ 
able firm. He immediately writes 
upon It an order to another firm In 
"The same line of business, stating that 
the goods are requited in a Hurry, 
and that our representative will call 
for them at a.certain time. 

Before ihej-e Is time for corres¬ 
pondence he calls, and, stating that 
he has come* for the goods referred 
to in the letter, coolly takes them 
away and loaves his victim to find 
perhaps some three months later, 
when an account is presented, that he 
has been duped, and that the firm 
to whom the goods were supposed to 
-have been supplied have never even 
heard of the transaction. 

_ When he is dealing with heavy and- 
valuafcle goods this swindler, tiue to 
the principle that thoroughness pays, 
will frequently 'present himself with 
•a cart whiilfi he has hired, and upon 
which he has invested a few shillings' 
worth of paint. And when the vic¬ 
tim sees a substantial cart, with the 
name of his supposed customer on It, 
he Is less likely than fever to request 
cash with order. 

Another dodge of the -hIter-head 
swindler lc to use this device as a" 
means for persuading tradesmen to 
rash worthless cheques. He will
